Subject ;—Standing Advisory Committee on Moder¬ 
nisation of the Textile Industry. 

F. No. 8|62|85-TPC.—^In accordance with the 
paragraph 19.5 of the Statement on New Textile 
Policy announced by Government on the 6th June, 
1985, Ministry of Supply & Textiles (Department of 
Textiles) have decided to constitute a Standing Ad¬ 
visory Committee on Modernisation of the Textile 
Industry. 

2. The terms of reference and the constitution of 
the Standing Advisdry Committee on Modernisation 
of the Textile Industry will be as under :— 

Terms and Reference 

The Standing Advisory Committee on Modernisa¬ 
tion of Textile Industry shall advise the Government 
of India on a continuous basis regarding :— 

(i) The needs of modernisation of the textile 
industry vis-a-vis the requirement of cost 
effective increased production of cloth, 

(ii) The type of modernisation that the textile 
industry should adopt vis-a-vis the techno¬ 
logical advances in the world, 

(iii) Any special measures by way of modernisa¬ 
tion of machinery|upgradation of technology 
that may be required for boosting the textile 
exports. 

CONSTITUTION 

The Standing Advisory Committee on Modernisa¬ 
tion of Textile Industry will consist of the members 
as shovm in the Schedule annexed. It will be presided 
over by the Secretary Department of Textiles. The 
Committee Will have powers to co-opt additional 
members. The Chairman of the Committee may also 
invite to the meetings of the Committee such other 
persons as may be considered necessrry from time to 
time. 

4. The Headquarters of tlie Council will be in 
New Delhi, but it may meet at any other place in 
India

_ Ordered that a copy of the Resolution be commu- 
m’cated to Chairman and Members of the Committee, 
the private Secretary and Military Secretary to the 
President, the Prime Minister’s Office, the Planning
